A  Lotion  and  Powder  for  the  Treatment  and  Cure  of  Foot  and 

Mouth  Disease  in  Animals. 


I,  George  Jeanes,  of  No.  5,  Pocock  Street,  in  the  County  of  Surrey,  Manager  of 
the  Horse  and  Cattle  Spice  Association,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention 
and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and 
ascertained  in  and  by  the  following  statement : — 

This  invention  relates  to  the  preparation  of  improved  medicines  for  the  cure  of  foot 
and  mouth  disease  in  animals,  and  comprises  preparations  for  both  external  and  internal 
application. 

The  preparation  for  external  application  is  a  lotion,  which  is  compounded  by  mixing 
together  the  following  ingredients  in  the  proportions  specified. 


10  Permanganate  of  Potash  -  -  -  3  oz. 

Oil  of  Amber  -  -  -  -  -  -  ^  „ 

Water  -------1  gallon. 


The  preparation  for  internal  application  is  a  powder  compounded 
together  the  following  ingredients  in  the  proportions  specified. 


Grains  of  Paradise  - 

Chlorate  of  Potash  - 

Sulphur  ______ 

Oatmeal  ______ 

Armenian  Bole,  or  other  colouring  matter 


1  drachm. 

2  oz. 


by  mixing- 


20  The  lotion  is  to  be  used  for  washing  the  feet  and  mouths  of  infected  animals. 

The  powder,  prepared  as  specified  above,  is  to  be  mixed  with  about  a  quart  of  water 
(which  L  prefer  should  be  warm),  for  the  treatment  of  horned  cattle,  in  order  that  it 
may  be  given  as  a  drench,  which  should  be  administered  at  night. 

For  sheep;  the  powder  only,  prepared  as  specified  above,  is  to  be  mixed  with  a  little 
25  damp  corn,  or  chaff,  or  with  their  usual  food  if  practicable.  One  powder  is  enough 
for  about  six  animals. 
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For  pigs  ;  the  same  quantity  of  the  dry  powder  is  to  be  mixed  with  their  ordinary 
liquid  food  ;  this  quantity  sufficing  for  four  animals,  more  or  less  according  to 
circumstances. 

Haying  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said 
invention,  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed,  I  declare  that  what  I  5 
claim  is  : — 

The  lotion,  drench,  and  powder,  prepared  substantially  as  and  for  the  respective 
purposes  above  described.
